LONDON, Feb. 27.—The Labor 
government of Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald suffered two de- 
feats in standing committee last 
night, two of the administration's 
most important bills being involved, 
but in neither case was the defeat 
regarded as a major reverse, A Lib- 
eral amendment to the trades dis- 
putes bill was passed and some com- 
mentators view the change as a 
virtual emasculation of the bill, The 
other defeat came when a Conserv- 
ative amendment to the agriculture 
marketing bill was adopted. The Lib- 
eral amendment to the trades dis- 
putes bill substitutes a Liberal defini- 
tion of an illegal strike for the 
original labor definition; thus the bill 
is changed almost beyond recognition 
and it is believed the government may 
abandon further attempts to make the 
measure law,

The amendment stamps as INegal 
any strike which intereferes with the 
production and essential supplies. The

RUSSIAN COAL OR CANADIAN? 


Moscow, it appears, has made a defi- 
nite offer to Ottawa to trade coal for 
farm implements. The proposal is that 
the Soviet buy $10,000,000 worth of farm 
implements in Canada, payment to be 
made jin the ratio of two dollars in gold to 
one dollar in coal. The transaction would 
involve the admission of about $3,350,000 
worth of Russian coal into Canada; and 
Ottawa is said to be wondering what to do 
about it. 

So far as the Canadian coal mining in- 
dustry is concerned, imported coal means 
the same thing whether it comes from 
Russia or from the United States. If the 
intention is to continue to allow foreign 
coal to come into the Dominion in quanti- 
ties and on terms similar to those of the 
past, it would make no direct difference 
to the Canadian miner and mine owner if 
Ottawa closed with the offer and allowed 
the Russian coal to come onto the market 
at the same price as United States coal. 

But if the Bennett Government has 
any serious notion of extending to the 
Canadian coal producing industry a mea- 
sure of protection corresponding to that 
it is giving to other branches of industry, 
an appropriate way to start applying that 
policy would be to tell the Soviet to go 
and peddle its coal somewhere else. And 
the appropriate next step in the program 
would be to increase the barrier against 
United States coal in keeping with the in- 
creased tariff on other commodities from 
that country. 

The issue raised is a good deal broad- 
er than the admission or exclusion of $3,- 
350,000 worth of Russian coal. The deci- 
sion is as to whether or not Canadian coal 
mining is to be protected as other 
branches of industry are being protected; 
or whether it is to be singled out for sac- 
rifice for the supposed benefit of other in- 
dustrial interests. Having been clected on 
a policy of all-round protection, what Ot- 
tawa is really deciding is whether it will 
live up to that policy in the matter of con-

small green peas, raw celery, Jello or Jell-well 

Tuesday: Breakfast--Coddled eggs, Melba toast 
stewed prunes, Lunch—8-ounce glass of grapejuice 
Dinner—Baked halibut, string beans, salad of sliced 
tomatoes, baked pears 

Wednesday; Breakfast 
with butter; baked eggs, stewed raisins, Lunch 
Boiled rice, buttered parsnips, celery Dinner 
“Stuffed pork chops, baked tomatoes, salad of head

Thursday: Breakfast--Eggs poached in milk,

“Stuffed Pork Chops: Have the chops cut about 
an inch thick and trim off all fat around edges 
With a sharp knife slice each chop through, back as 
far as the bone, making a sort of double decker, be- 
tween which place a tablespoonful of the following 
dressing Crush a sufficient amount of Melba toast 
(grinding through a food chopper is better) and mois- 
ten with milk. Add the desired quantity of chopped 
celery, minced ripe olives and raisins, Mix together, 
being careful to moisten only enough to hold ingred!- 
ents together Fasten the layers of each chop to- 
gether with toothpicks aud bake until thoroughly

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Great Rulers’ Crucltics

In 750, the Ommiades, that dynasty of Moham- 
medan caliphs which had ruled the far-flung Ara- 
bian Empire from Damascus since the year 661, was 
overthrown by the Abbassides 

Abdullah, the new caliph, did not intend that any 
of the old line should survive. He invited 90 of the 
principal members to a banquet. As they feasted 
they were set upon and murdered 

The scene that followed, outdid the crucllest con- 
ceptions of Caligula or Nero 

The banquet tables were removed, carpets were 
thrown over the corpses of the murdered, the food 
that had been prepared was placed on these, and 
Abdullah and his followers continued their feast even 
as the dying groaned and bled beneath the carpets 

Throughout the country the Abbassides searched 
for other Ommiades. But Abdurrahman, a youthful 
prince of the dynasty, escaped 

Long were the wanderings, thereafter, for he was 
hunted everywhere. But finally he joined the Nele- 
gai tribe of Arabians in which is modern Algeria 
and with them gained refuge, for they were the tribe 
of his mother 

The years had fiJied Abdurrahman with bitter 
longing for revenge. He pow proposed an invasion 
of Spain, then the western-most seclion of the Ara- 
bian Empire The opportunity was favorable, for 
that country was in confusion and exhausted by wars 
The refugee’s intent was to wrest the land from its 
rulers and found an independent kingdom. 

On a spring day in 756, Abdurrahman landed near 
Malaga, in Andalusia, where he was joined by many 
chiefs who still swore allegiance to the Ommiades 
Near Cordova he met and defeated the army of Yu- 
suf, empire of the Abbassides. And thus he became 
Caliph of the West, ruling the independent kingdom 
as Abdurrahman 1. Hig dynasty was Ww continue 
until 1031. 


Abdurrahman might have learned a lesson in 


gentleness through his persecutions by the Abbas- 
sides, But he did not. When Almansur, then Caliph 
of the Bast, sent an army to conquer him which suf- 
fered a bloody defeat, Abdurrahman arranged a ler- 


rible reprisal 

He had the heads of the Abbassides general and 
many of his officers cut off. ‘These were put in bags 
which were carried to Africa by merchants and si- 
lently deposited at the door of Almansur in the dead 
of night. Word was sent Almansur that the bags 


contained treasure 
He opened them with his own hand and fell back 


horror-stricken 
“This man is a fiend in human form,” he said. 
“Praised be Allah he has placed @ sea between him 


and me,”

(2) It must be faced at the point 
of bustnessiike distribution, and 
there the farmer must throw his 
old-time individualism to the four 
winds and effect a nationwide co- 
operative organization of all agri- 
cultural forces 

(3) 1t must be faced at the point 
of national purchasing, power, and 
there the farmer must join with 
businessman, industrialist, and 
banker in backing the few far- 
sighted economic leaders who see 
that the nation’s purchasing power 
must be widely distributed--not al- 
lowed to remain as a frozen sur- 
plus of buying power in a few hand 
unless our economic system is to 
backfire on us,

This is certainly ultra vires and 
beyond the province of our legis- 
lature. We did mot send our repre- 
sentatives to Parliament to bolster 
up the business of private parties 
or corporations at our expense, and 
we are within our rights in de- 
manding that such an act shall not 
be passed, or if passed, that it be 
Tescinded 

The motive of vaslly increased 
business may be camouflaged under 
the specious pretext of town plan- 
ming improvements, but this is too 
Shallow an excuse to pass, because 
the most grotesque and outre fea- 
tures of many modern houses, such 
as tremendously peaked gables, fly- 


ing buttresses that serve no ur- 
pose, side porches with rafters 
over, bul no roofs, complicated 


tools and lneonvenient dormer win- 
dows, ele., are the frantic efforts

and quickly to capture the whole 
of Alberta for a preliminary modi- 
fled scheme, 

I do not know the name of a 
single architect in Canada, but I 
do know hundreds of taxpayers 
that have been bled beyond the 
bounds of endurance, snd do not 
require any additions to their bur- 
bens. This attempt of private in 
terests to levy compulsory toll upon 
the public is just on a par with the 
action of the Wigmakers, when 
wigs went out of fashion, petition- 
ing parliament to compel people to 
continue to wear wigs, but the Par- 
liments of 100 years ago, were too 
enlightened to be made the tools of 
cratty people who sought to mulet 
the public for their own selfish 
benefit. 

I trust our deputies will see the 
serious and far reaching effects of 
this audacious scheme and take 
immediate steps to nullify it. You 
may not think of building at pre- 
sent, but anything that increases 
the cost of building, and conse- 
quently of rents also, is bound to 
affect you cevntually. 

Whilst on the subject of architee- 
ture and taxpaying, may I be al- 
lowed to refer to, as I think, In- 
stances of foolish, almost wicked, 
architectural extravagance in some 
of our public buildings, when the 
taxpayers of Edmonton, the most 
h..vily taxed City in Canada, 
have been groaning under the ex- 
cessive taxation, especially for 
school purposes. Schools like the 
King Edward, the Highlands, West- 
mount and others have been de- 
signed with great towem and much 
fancy cut stone work, useless and 
unnecessary, but costing many 
thousands of dollars, and thus ad- 
ding to architects commissions, 
when plainer but good designs sych 
as Garneau and Eastwood Schools, 
meets every requirement and are a 
credit to the city. 

Then again, see the useless and 
unsightly skittle-like excrescences 
ranged round the top of the $800,- 
000.00 new normal school and the 
equally redundant great stione 
vases, costing many hundreds of 
doliars upon the top of the Med- 
ical bullding of the university.

Forceful opposition to the en- 
croachment by the state in the fieid 
of private medical practice; caution 
to proceed carefully with investment 
in the heavy capital outlay involved 
in radium cancer cure until it had 
been more thoroughly proven and im- 
mediate remedial measures for the 
‘deplorable’ conditions under which 
tuberculosis was being fought were 
points emphasized by Dr. W. A. Atkin- 
son, Conservative, Edmonton in speak- 
ing in the debate on the budget in 
the tegisiature on ‘Thursday, his 
maiden speech in the fegislature. 

Dr. Atkinson, took up the debate tn 
the latter part of the afternoon and 
continued when the house met again 
in the evening. 

Seldom has a maiden speech in the 
house met with the tremendous ova- 
tion that greeted theh Edmonton 
member, 

As he sat down desks In all sections 
of the house were thumped vigorously, 
while when the house rose at the 
dinner hour, Premier J. E. Brownlee 
himself hurried across the floor and 
was the first to shake the doctor's 
hand. Seon he was the centre of a 
group, all enthusiastically shaking his 
hand, The Edmonton member had 
gone over with the proverbial “bang.” 
TUSCANY CHEERS 


And that was not all. It even 
brought into the debate no less a 
veteran than Hon. George Hoadley, 


minister of agriculture and health, 
who later replied in some measure to 
well tempered criticisms of Dr. At- 
kinson’s, but who said that his main 
purpose was to congratulate the Ed- 
montonian, who had carved for him- 
self a niche in the house and seldom 
in 22 sessions had he heard such a 
well-reasoned, fair and impartial ad- 
dress, Similar sentiments were voiced 
by Fred J. White, Lahor leader, Cal- 
gary when he later spoke. 

In oppposing the principle of state 
medicine, Dr, Atkinson said, ‘I want 
it to be clearly understood that I am 
strongly opposing encroachment by | 
the state on the field of private prac- 
tice and in this I am supported by the 
very large majority of my confreres, 
This means in practice that the medi- 
cal profession itself must settle the 
problems of service, cost and organ- 
ization and in the end we realize that 
we must provide a competent service 
to the various sections of the comi- 
munity under a plan of organization

Men With Over Forty 
Years’ Service Are 


Honored 

Old time railroaders together with 
those of more recent years service 
with the Canadian roads gathered at 
Royal George hotel] around the festive 
board, Thursday evening, to pay 
tribute to five old veterans of the 
road, who, for over 40 years have 
piloted the trains over the twin steel 
ribbons, across the length and breadth 
of Canada, 

To these men old in this service, 
J. G. Entwistle, L. Partington, L. D. 
Norton and J, M, Dudley, the 817th 
and 547th divisions of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers pre- 
sented badges symbolic of their de- 
votion to duty over their long periods 
of service.

The speaker of the evening was W. 
A. “Billy” Frown, retired general 
superintendent, who sketched the his- 
tory of the Canadian roads from the 
turning of the first sod tn 1876 to the 
driving of the last spike by Lord 
Strathcona in 1886 on Canada’s first 
great trans-continental road, the 
CPR. In a few brief sentences he 
also told the history of his own road 
the C.N.R., finished in 1914 when the 
rails reached “Rupert.”

Montgomery Attacks 


Whole System—Says 


Inducements Held Out to Accused to 


Plead 


Charges of double-dealing on the 


part of Alberta magistrates were hurl- 
ed across the floor of the assembly last 
night to Attorney General Lymburn, 
by Hugh J, Montgomery, Liberal mem- 
ber for Wetaskiwin 

Inducements, Mr. Montgomery 
charged, were held out to accused per- 
sons to plead guilty on the promise 
that they would be given light sen- 
tences, Instead of receiving lenient 
treatment on such occasions, however, 
the unfortunates were “double crossed” 
and “soaked,” Mr. Montgomery de- 
clared, 

LYMBURN ATTACKS 

Hon, Mr. Lymburn jumped to the 
attack and wanted particulars and 
asked Mr, Montgomery if he had 
brought any such case to his atten- 
tion, or to the attention of any of- 
ficlal of the attorney general, The 
minister pressed for a “yes” or “no” 
answer, but Mr. Montgomery replied 
by stating that the most flagrant case 
had come to his attention only re- 
cently, 

HITS WHOLE SYSTEM 

The member for Wetaskiwin, con- 
tinuing his attack on the magisterial 
system of the province, charged that 
there was a larger cost than neccessary 
being piled up in the matter of travel- 
ling expenses and that the appoint- 
ments of more local officials would 
obviate the necessity for this, Mr. 
Lymburn charged him to supply par- 
ticulars and asked if he was referring 
to a case in which Mr. Montgomery 
had pressed for the appointment of a 
certain person and if the same pro- 
cedure would not have been necessary 
if Mr. Montgomery's nominee had been 
given the job. Mr. Montgomery then 
proceeded to charge that some magis- 
trates openly boasted that they would 
impose heavy sentences on criminals— 
much heavier than judges of courts 
would do, 

The motion before the House at the 
time of the flare-up was the formal 
one On such occasions when the bud- 
get is being considered, the grant 


To this, Mr. Montgomery moved his 
amendment to the effect that “this 
assembly views with apprehension the 
large budget of expenditure and cost 
of government and doth advise His 
Majesty's governiaent to revise and 
reduce the estimates and effect econ- 
omy in th cost of government.” 

The amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 34 to 17. 

In support of his contention, he 
stated that he felt his action was 
necessary in view of existing econ- 
omic conditions in the province; the 
subsequent difficulty 1. paying high 
taxation now imposed and having re- 
gard to the mounting yearly cost of 
government. 

Proceeding, he stated that as Pre- 
mier J. E. Brownlee had issued a 
challenge to show where estimates 
could be cut down and he proposed to 
take it up. 


CHANGE FISCAL Y AR 


He first pointed out that he would 
commend to the consideration of the 
government, the idea of changing the 
fiscal year back to the old system 
whereby it ended on Dec. 31 instead 
of having it end as at March 31, He 
also advocated the setting up of a 
sinking fund from natural resources 
Tevenue with a view to cutting the 
capital debt. 

People as a whole, he said, were 
disappointed in that the government 
had failed to make a general reduc- 
tion in taxation, 

He then sald that the chief motion 
picture censor’s office might be very 
well abolished. He could see no virtue 
in having censorship by both Domin- 
fon and province. Also he noted three 
votes for research wi.k of $39,000; 
$33,000 and $50,000, This indicated to 
him an overlapping and a dragging 
out of the work, 

COSTS TOO HIGH

taken this year, the commissioners are 
entirely sympathetic with the proposal 
and regard Windsor Park as the next 
subdivision in line for development as 
a high class residential area, after 
Capital Hill,” the commissioner de- 
clared, 

The commissioner said that {t was 
possible, if it was necessary to con- 
tinue relief work next winter, that 
the development of Windsor Park 
might be carried out to provide such 
work, It will be necessary to complete 
an arrangement with the University 
of Alberta whereby the city will 
acquire university-owned land to open 
87 avenue to Windsor Park 

Sewer mains were installed in 
Windsor Park in pre-war days, but 
have not yet been connected with the 
city sewerage system, 

There is said to be a strong possi- 
bility of a considerable number of 
dwellings being erected in Windsor 
Park this year, provided that the city 
gives assurance of early development 

The commissioner emphasized that 
Windsor Park was taxed on the 
regular city rate.

Sweat-stained columns of khaki- 
clad soldiery winding over the bare 
veldt—-charging the kopjes behind 
which brave Boers fought to the death 
in an effort to stem the tide of defeat 
“and then the climax of Paardeberg, 
where Cronje and 4,000 of his burgh- 
ers surrendered to General French, It 
was the climax of the first stage of 
the South African war, and came as 
an omen of victory after the shocking 
defeats of the “Black Week,” when 
the Boers inflicted reverse after bloody 
reverse on men led by leaders who 
were still applying the tactics of the 
Crimea to men who had inaugurated 
a@ new style of war. 

It was on February 27, 1900, 31 
years ago today, that the bearded 
Cronje walked out of his beleaguered 
laager in the grey light of dawn with 
an aide holding up a tattered white 
flag, and let the British outposts know 
that he wanted to surrender. The 
tired men who challenged him were 
Canadians—who had crept up to with- 
in 80 yards of the Boer trenches after 
a& mad rush at dusk the nieht before, 
aided by Gordons and Shropshires. 
Sixteen years later, some of the burgh- 
ers and westerners who had shot at 
one another, fought in the same army 
for the battered and bloody uplands 
of the Somme against the Germans. 

The Canadians were under the com- 
mand of Smith Dorrien, and the high- 
est praise was given their work, Field 
Marshal Roberts wired the King: 
“The Canadian Regiment has done 
admirable service since its arrival in 
South Africa,” 

The victory, while dwarfed by those 
that came in a later war, was enthus- 
lasiically celebrated throughout the 
Empire, for in the first battles of the 
campaign, at Magersfontein, at Colen- 
so and Modder River, the Boars had 
shown themselves to be more than a 
match for the brave but clumsily 
manoeuvred troops of the Empire. For 
the Canadians the battle 1s of great 
interest, because it was the first time 
that organized bodies of Canadian sol- 
diery took part in a pitched battle 
overseas, 

‘The Boers were penned in the river 
bed here for nine days, and suffered 
terribly from the concentrated fire 
of their opponents before they threw 
up the sponge. 

And tonight at the Royal George 
hotel, under the auspices of the Army 
and Navy veterans, the great battle 
will be celebrated with « smoking con- 
cert.

LIBRARY BD. 
WILL ASK FOR 
$50,000 LEVY 


J. E. Lundy Elected Chair- 
man for Forthcoming 


Year 


Estimates for the current year were 
considered by the library board at the 
mecting Thursday evening, the levy 
being $50,000, That is out of every 
$47.50 levied on a thousand, 78 cents 
will go to the upkeep of the library, 

The January circulation was 58,456 
as compared to 486,398 for the same 
period last year, an increase of over 
20 per cent, 

The total 17,252 borrowers, 13,643 
from Edmonton and 3609 from 
Strathcona, drew 411,016 volumes 
and 132,505 volumes respectively from 
the two libraries, making a grand 
total of 545,201 volumes ciroulated for 
home use in 1960 
NEW BORROWERS 

The Strathcona library added, dure 
ing 1930, 897 new borrowers to the 
files, while the main library showed 
an increase of 3,259, 

Juveniles from Strathcona drew 
63,389 loans, making a total of 98,846 
books loaned from the two Ubraries 
during the year, 

The main library showed that 347,« 
627 books had been loaned to adults 
while the Strathcona bureau showed 
n quite half that number with 97,- 
048, totalling 444,675 loaned volumes 
for 1930. 

At the beginning of the past year @ 
total of 871,349 volumes were ready 
for circulation, 48,565 from the main, 
and 24,926 from the Strathcona lib- 
rary. 

During year 5,171 new books were 
obtained by the main and 24,926 by 
the Strathcona library, Withdrawals 
totaled 3,156, 2,208 being withdrawn 
by the main and 867 by the Strath- 
cona library. Both Mbraries were open 
for 305 days last year with 58 hours 
a week for lending and 69% for reade« 
ing and reference, 

J. E. Lundy was elected chairman 
of the Library board for 1931 while the 
finances committee co ‘ists of Messrs, 
W. W. McBain, A. H. Esch and J. E 
Lundy. 

The management and property 
committee was also appointed being 
made up of FE. BE. Roper, J. Moon 
and A. L. Boileau,

A report by the Ibrarian showed

The Edmonton Ubraries in oo-opers 
ation with the extension department 
of the University of Alberta contin- 
ued to send discarded books to the 
more remote communities of Alberta. 
A total of well over 3000 volumes was 
disposed of in this way.
